R. DREW SAYS THAT THE 


to “less than half what was 
put into them in the early part of 
the war.” He means that the Cana- 
dian dollar today will purchase only 
about half what it would purchase 
before the great inflation. 

That is true, But if it is the re- 
sult of the Canadian government's 
policies -why have all nations, with 
the possible exception of ‘the United 
States, suffered more from inflation 
than Canada? : 

Inflationary money was issued 
by all governments to pay for the 
war because they could not collect 
enough sound money in taxes. When 
this money rushed into the market 
after the war, demanding scarce 
goods, prices rose,, There was far 
more money than goods (despite the 
interesting hallucinations of Mr. Eric 
Martin, who says there has always 
been insufficient money in circula- 
tion). ‘Canada suffered from a 
worldwide inflation which no Cana- 
dian government could possibly con- 
trol. 

However, the Canadi&n govern- 
ment tackled this problem more 
courageously than any other demo- 
cratic government anywhere and by 
the beginning of this year could say 
that the inflation had largely run 
its course. 

Government spending is usually 
the root cause of inflation. The ex- 
penditures of the state are simply a 
demand for goods and, by competing 
with the private buyer’s demands, 
they tend to raise prices. 

If the state collects more money 
in taxes than it spends and thus 
limits the private buyer’s purchases, 
it can dampen down the total de-

The Prime Minister asked, “But what_ 
would be the good of arousing a religious 
quarrel?” Then, why mention it? Sir, 
we neither want, the “quarrel,” nor do 
we need the Vatican, or desire her prin- 
ciples of intolerance. ‘Therefore, I would 
urge that we have nothing to do with 
the suggestion of having an ambassador 
at the Vatican, .

Observer makes the observation 
“many older men who have fished for 
pittance during the hungry 30's would 
he happy to fish for 18c sockeye.” 

Well, I do not consider myself as 
one of the “older men,” but I did fish 
all through the hungry 30's (started in 
1929) and fished for pink salmon at 3e 
each and sockeye at 10c each. What Ob- 
server fails to remember (if he is @ 
fisherman, which I doubt) is the num-« 
ber of fish we caught in those days com- 
pared to the reduced catches of today, 
and what your dollar bought in those 
days compared to today’s prices. 

In 1933 on the Lake Como IV. our 
production of pink salmon alone was 
over 100,000 fish and it was quite a com: 
mon sight to see both seine boats and 
gillnetters loaded to where they could 
not hold another fish 

I have also bought chuck roasts, 
stewing beef, and hamburger at three 
pounds for a quarter and our house was 
built In 1929 with mill run shiplap at 
$9 a thousand. I paid $97 when I built 
my home in 1950 and everybody knows 
what meat costs today. 

I maintain at our present level of pro- 
duction and the purchasing power of 
our dollar at our present prices, we are 
worse off than during the hungry 30's.
